Canada, during (lie war time coalition government 
til Prime Minister MacKenzie King, was strongly tempted 
by ( ommunism. At various times, as happened also in 
England, balance-of power groups influenced by C o m ­ 
munism, succeeded in fort ing some of its ideas through 
on the implied threat of breaking the coalition. 
Last Monday C amula hat! its showdown on C oui 
monism vs. Free Governm ent- and Free Government 
won. 
MacKenzie King and his Liberal Party Government 
were returned to office by a heavy majority. 
In the election various other parties and candidates 
had offered Communist tinged plans for a collectivized 
state. None of these received serious consideration by the 
voters. 
( hie cannot draw a definite parallel between Mac 
Kenzie King s I .iberal I 'arty and any similar political party 
in the United States. 
I his is partly due to the fact that 
the Canadian election was not between two major parties, 
but instead had 18 parties and ‘J >8 candidates. 
I he * losest United States parallel would be the joint 
views of the Southern Democrat Northern Republican 
fusion group in ( (ingress. 
King has bern a middle of the roader— < .died con­ 
servative by the radicals and tadit al by the conservatives. 
Hie extent to which lie has resisted full centralization of 
power may be shown in the fact that lie had blocked all 
efforts to set up a compulsory draft for overseas service. 
VC bile his program envisions full post war employ­ 
ment, fair distribution of income, and government proj­ 
ects to fake up alai k in work, it also includes lull reliance 


i o n private enterprise, with government interference only 
to prevent monopolies and inflation. 
I he ( anadian repudiation of C ommunistic beliefs 
will have strong effect, in the long run, on both American 
and Fjiglish politics— indeed, the coming event may nl- 
ready have cast its shadow before in the recent a b o u t - f a c e 
of the Communistic I birt y in this nation, 
K in g s victory will be heartening to all those who 
feared that Com m unism , masquerading as the British 
Labor party, might sue* fed in overthrowing Winston 
( hurt hill at the coming British elections. 
( hun lull has ( hosen to run lor re-election, not as a 
reward for his immeasurable servile to bis native land, 
but on the issue of what w e would call Com m unism , al­ 
though he identifies it by one of its aliases— So< ialism.
